The San Mateo Union High School District proposes to relocate and improve a number of athletics facilities at the Mills
High School campus in Millbrae, San Mateo County. The improved and relocated facilities include the tennis courts,
softball/soccer field, baseball field, and multi-use field. All of the new fields would have artificial turf and lighting and
public address systems would be added to the softball/soccer field and baseball field. In addition, lighting would be
added to the existing swimming pools and some of the new tennis courts. Some grading would be required. The total
affected area would be around 11.41 acres.
